CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE YEAR 1854,- 



PEEFATORY REMARKS. 



The Tables showing the number of persons, in the year 1854, committetl or Profa,toiy 
bailed lor offences in the several counties and counties of cities in Ireland, and Remaiks. 
the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by the 
Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by 
the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7th George IV., and from the 
records of the several gaols. From the last-named source the age, sex, and 
state of instruction of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The number of persons summarily convicted, or whose cases were otherwise 
disposed of by magistrates, and that of those committed for drunkenness, are 
inserted at the foot of each County Return, as furnished by the Local Inspectors, 
and summary of those cases in 1853 and 1854 is given at page, xxiii, by counties ; 
but they are not included in the calculations, &c., in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the Local Inspectors the following summanes 
have been compiled, and will be found immediately following these remarks 
Summaries.

Committals. 



The total number of committals in 1854 is 11,788, against 15,144 m 1853, Oommittils. 
heinv a decrease of 3,366, equal to a reduction of 22-16, whilst^betweeu 1862 

and Ts53 the decline in committals was but 14-33 per cent, on 1 1,678. 

The decline in the number of committals extends to every county; but the 
cities of Kilkenny and Waterford show a slight increase, viz., in the first-named 
citv from 34 to 43, and in Waterford from 128 to 133. 

In the County Tables, supplied by the Local Inspectors, the offences are divided 
into six sections or classes ; the following Table show^ the per ceutage of decrei^e 
or increase in each class, in 1854, as compared with 18o3, and exhibrts a de- 
crease in each class, with the exception of Class 4, in which there is a fractional 
increase

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■vi CRIMINA.L TABLES FOR 1864 (IRELAND). 

Class I . — Offences against the Person. 

C 1 AS 8 1. The first item in this class, “ Murder,” shows, ia 1854, a decrease of 20 com- 

Offences agaicafc jnRtals tinder 1853, the numbers being respectively 53 and 73. "Attempts to 
the Person. murder,” either attended with bodily injury or otherwise, is increased from 21 in 

1853 to 35 in 1854. "Solicitation to murder,” and “Conspiracy to murder,” 
collectively show an increase of 3 in 1854 over 1853, the number in 1853 having 
been 34, and in 1854, 37. But, in 1854, if all the sub-headings of this crime 
be added together, a reduction of 7 is shown, equal to 4-72 per cent. 

“ Manslaughter” in 1854 amounts to 102 against 128 in 1853. 

“ Concealing births of infants” shows a decrease of 5 under 1853, the number 
of committals for this offence having been 43 in 1853, and 38 in 1854, equal to 
a decrease of 11 ‘63 per cent. 

“Rape” and “Assault with intent to ravish, &c.,” show an increase in 1854 
over 1853 of 13, equal to L5-28 percent.; whilst " Criminal assaults on girls 
between 10 and 12 years of age” show a reduction of 1 in 1854 under viz. 4' 
in 1858. 

“ Abduction” in 1854 shows a decline of 8 under 1853, or nearly 50 per cent. ; 
whilst the convictions for “ Bigamy” increased to 7 in 1854 against 5 in 1853. 

" Child stealing or desertion” fell from 80 in 1853 to 63 in 1854, being a 
reduction of 17, equal to 21'25 per cent. 

"Assaults” in 1854 are but 1,506 against 1,857 in 1853, being a decrease of 
348, or 1879 per cent.; whilst "Assaults on Peace Officers in execution of 
duty” have increased from 66 in 1853 to 78 in 1854. 

Class II . — Offences against Property with Violence. 

Class II, The first crime in this class, “ Sacrilege,” is Nil in the Returns for 1854 ; in 

Offences against 1853, 5 committals were made for this offence. " Burglary” shows a reduction 
under the previous year of 146, or 31'47 per cent. "Burglary with violence to 
persons” is also Nil in 1854 against 3 in 1853. 

“Housebreaking” shows the same number in 1854 as in 1853, viz., 113 ; and 
" Breaking into dwelling-houses,” and into “ Shops, &c.,” exhibits collectively the 
same number as in 1853, namely, 44. 

“Robbery” in 1864 affords a return of 162 committals, whilst in 1853, 251. 
persons were charged with this offence; and “Assaults with intent to rob” has 
fallen from 102 in 1853 to 13 in 1854. “ Robbery of arms” also show a reduc- 
tion of 8 under 1853, tlie number in 1853 being 14, and 6 in 1854. 

“ Taking and holding forcible possession.” In 1854 a reduction of 95 com- 
mittals appears under this head below the number in. 1853.

Class III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

Nearly all the offences in this class exhibit a marked falling off in comparison 
with 1853 : “ Cattle stealing,” “ Hdrse stealing,” and "Sheep stealing,” the three 
first items in the class, giving a return of 193 committals in 1854, whilst in 1853 
they amounted to 375. 

“ Larceny to the value of £5 ” shows a decrease of 60 committals ; “ Do. from 
the person,” 59 ; “ Do. by servants,” 37 ; “ Do., simple, 1,253 ; and “ Do. from 
shop,” 38 decrease on the committals in 1853. 

“ Misdemeanours with intent to steal” has fallen from 153 committals in 1853 
to 132 in 1854 ; “but “ Embezzlement” has increased to 72 in 1864, the number 
so charged in 1853 having been 68. 

“ Receiving stolen goods” shows a decrease of 144 under 1853, or 28*4 per 
cent. ; the number in 1853 having been 507, in 1854, 363. 

Class IV. — Malicious Offences against Property. 

“Arson (capital)” has fallen from 50 committals in 1853 to 30 in 1854, or 60 
per cent. ; “ Setting fire to houses,” from 24 in 1863 to 1 in 1854 ; “ Attempts 
to commit arson,” fi*om 12 in 1853 to 2 in 1854. But “ Riot, and feloniously 
demolishing buildings” has increased from 2 in 1863 to 62 in 1854; and in 
" Killing and maiming cattle” there is also an increase of 9 in 1854 Over 1853. 

Class Y.-^Forgciy and Offences against the Currency. 

The only noticeable alteration in this class is the committal of 6 persons for 
"Forgery of bank notes” in 1864, against a Nil return in 1853 ; whilst the other 
crimes in %his section show a decrease. 
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PREFAT.OKT REMARKS. 



Class VI. — Offences not included in tJie fforegoing Classes. 

There is a marked falling off in the several crimes included in this class, save in ^ Cuss VI. 
“Administering unlawful oaths,” for which crime 11 committals took place in 
1854 against a Nil return in 1853 ; and “ Indecently exposing the person” f^j^c'-oLg'^iisses. 
has also increased, from 1 3 in 1853 to 18 in 1854. Perjury” shows the same ° 
number in 1854 as in 1853, namely, 33.

Although this Table shows an increase of committals in 1854 over 1852 and 
1853 for “ Shooting at, stabbing, &c.,” and in 1854 over 1853 for “ Attempts to 
murder,” yet if the five sections of “ Murder,” in 1854, be added together, they 
show a decline of 7 under 1853, and 2 under 1852. All other crimes included 
in this Table exhibit a considerable diminution, year by year. 

Sentences. 



The sentences in 1854 were influenced by the Act 16 and 17 Vic., cap. 99, Sentences, 
which substitutes penal servitude in lieu of transportation, in certain cases, and 
which Act came into operation on the 1st September, 1853. The following are 
the terms of penal servitude directed by the Act in question, in all cases where 
a sentence of transportation for a term of less than 14 years might have been 
passei and at the discretion of the Court when the offence warrants a longer term 
of imprisonment : —

From this Table it is observable that since 1848 a progressive improvement has 
taken place, year by year, in the per centage of convictions to committals, with 
the exception of the year 1853, when a slight diminution is shown as compared 
with the two years previous. 

Acquittals. 

Of the 4,737 persons not convicted in 1854, 7 were found insane on arraign- 
ment — 19 were acquitted as being insane — 2,314 were found not guilty on trial 
— in 1,419 cases, no bills were found — in 890 no prosecutions took place — and 
88 persons were bailed and not tried. 

Of the 26 insane persons 4 were accused of “ Murder,” 1 of " Attempt to 
murder,” 2 of •“ Shooting at or stabbing,” 2 of “ Manslaughter,” 6 of “ Assaults,” 
2 of “ Cow and Horse stealing,” 3 of “ Simple Larceny,” 1 of “ Indecency,” and 
5 of unclassed misdemeanomrs.

From this Table it appears that the greatest decrease of male and female com- 
mittals is in Class 2, “Offences against property, with violence,” whereas, accord- 
ing to the tables of 1853, this was the only class in which a proportionate increase 
was shown. The increase of males in Class 4 arises under the item “ Riot an4 
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PEBFATOET EEMAEKS. 

feloniously demoUshing buildings ” 43 males baying been charged with this criine Sexes, 
in 1864 against 2 in 1853; but of the 62 persons charged with this offence in 
1854, but 13 were found guilty, aud 39 either acquitted or not brought to trial. 

Educatioii. 

The following Table shows at one view the number of persons, in each year, Educatian. 
from 1848 to 1864, committed for offences in Ireland, who could " read and 
write ” “ read only,” and “ neither read nor write,” and also the number whose 
state ’of instruction could not he ascertained, with the proportion per cent, of 
each class to the total number committed.

increasing as in 1850 but 17'60 of the total number committed could read and 
iX whist in 1854, 25-0, or more than a fourth of the persons hh^rg^ 
crime were so far instructed; it also exhibits, m each year from 1849 to 1864 
an increase in the proportion of those who could read but not write. 

As howeyer, an examinatiou of the Summary Tables show that the same pro- 
portion of education does not exist among male and female criminals, the Table 
following has been inserted to show the proportion of each sex committed in 1863 
and ISdi who can read and write, read but not write, &c., from which it appears 
that whereas 20-16 per cent, of the males committed m I800 could read and 
write, but little more than 10 per cent, of the females committed had the same 
amount of instruction; and in 1864, of 7,937 males committed, yearly 80 pel 
cent could read and write, whilst of the females but 11-63 per cent, could do so. 
In both 1863 and 1854 the proportion of females who could read only wsm 
Mo-her than that of males; but the most striking difference between the sexes, is 
shown in the comparison of the proportion who could neither read nor the 

females exceeding^ the males by nearly double the proportion, in both 1863 and 
1854.

inliabitaiits. The committals in the Province of Ulster average but 0'13 per 
cent, or 1 in every 762, whilst in Leinster the proportion is 1 to every 459 
inhabitants, or 0 23 per cent., influenced by the amount of crime in the metropolis, 
the committals in which amount to 1,229, or 1 in every 210 of the population. 
Connaught Province averages as low as 0-14 per cent., whilst Munster amounts 
to 0’2l. 

The committals in Donegal and Galway counties amount to but O'lO per cent, 
of their respective populations. The counties which after those show the least 
amount of crime, in comparison to their inhabitants, are Down, Cavan, Fer- 
managh, Londonderry, Sligo, Cork, Longford, Meath, Armagh, and Monaghan, 
the proportion of committals in none of which exceed 0*14 per cent, of their 
populations. 

The counties which show the greatest proportion of committals to their popula- 
tion are, Tipperary, South Riding, of 0*33 per cent.; Queen’s County, 0-27; 
Tipperary, Morth Riding, 0*25; Kerry, 0’22 ; and Carlow and Westmeath, 0*21 
per cent. 

The county of Galway shows the least proportion of male committals, being its 
low as O'lo per cent., or 1 in every 678 male inhabitants in the county; and 
South Riding of Tipperary the greatest, viz., 0*43 per cent., or 1 in every 232 
of the male population. As to female committals, in Donegal they fall as low 
as 00*4 per cent., or 1 in every 2,662 of the population of that sex; wliilst in 
Tipperary, South Riding, the proportion is 0*24, equal to 1 female committed 
out of every 411 inhabitants of that sex.
